^U.S. Raps Poland 
Over Failures to 
Hold Free Ballo 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (fl^— The United States today 
cuscd the present govcmmcnt of Poland of having "failed 
to cany out its Bolomn pledges" to hold free elections in the 
national voting on Jan. 19. 

A atatement iaaued by the stat* department — with the 
perHonni approval of Secretary of State MarHhall — said the 
United States is not, however breaking rclationa with Poland 
at least for the time belnR. 

This country, the statement snid, Is "retaining full liberty 
of action" while keeping Ambassador Bliss Lane and his 
- staff in Warsaw. 

Accusing the Polish pro- 
visional government of "wide- 
spread measures of eoercior 
and intimidation against dem- 
ocratic elements," the state 
department declared:

But the lact that any such propaial may 
even appear necessary to get anywhere with 
such a program Is the real disgrace. 

In Tact, Charles aieber, former state Junior 
Chamber of Commerce president, voiced 
little measure of truth when he challenged 
those people who clamor Tor "community 
righteousness." 

If these people are shociccd by such a pro- 
posal, ho aslccd in effect, why haven't they 
Invested sufficient funds of their own to 
provide the city with the type of a youth 
recreation program it needs? 

And that, Mr. and Mrs, Avcrago Citizen 
Twin Falls, is a fair question. 
. No one can deny that ours is one of the 
most prosperous communities In the Inter- 
mountain west. Yet, when it comes to publli 
improvements we seem to have a character- 
istic of being penurious. 

Thanks to the Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce, the city has had a windfall in Jaycee 
park. But even that, as Mr. Slebcr points 
out, has not been sufficient Incentive for 
Twin Falls to develop the park to a point that 
Is worthy of the city. 

One of the points to be gained from 
discussion of this nature Is that It's easy for 
a lot of people to condemn those things they 
find objectionable, veiy often for the reason 
It gives vent to their Xeeling of "righteous- 
ness"— without it costing them any money. 

But when It comes to hard work and 
flnanclRl support for fighting Juvenile delin- 
quency with such thhigs as an Improved 
swimming pool, a municipal gymnasium and 
a well rounded recreational program designed 
for the public good, comparatively few 
stand ready to Identify themselves In a con- 
irtructlVB demonstration of that "righteous- 
ness." . " ■ 

Mr. aiober Is one young man who has 
done more than his share In working for 
his community's good. Let no one condemn 
him for not being an idealist when public 
apathy thwarts the progress of things which 
are fundamentally good. 



RETURN OP GRADE LABELING 
As further proof that the war Is over and 
competition is returning, a big food-store 
chain has returned to its prewar practice of 
grade labeling. More properly, it's "descrip- 
tive grade labeling." For, in addition to grad- 
ing its canned vc»otables and fruits A. B and 
C, according to the agriculture department's 
marketing service standard, the labels de- 
.. scribe contents, weight, scrvlnR.s, etc., and 
explain the meaning of the grade. 

It seems to us that this ts a commendable 
service to the housewife, In addition to being 
; good business. Probably a good many shop- 
pers are afflicted with a slight hangover from 
the recent wartime necessity of buying any- 
thing on the shelves while the buying was 
good. 

The lively debate of a few years ogo over 
grade labeling seems to have died down. The 
government apparently has given up the Idea 

: of compulsory grade labeling, which is likely 
a good thing. At least there were flaws in the 
extreme insistence that canned fruits and 
vegetables be marketed without brand names 
and with only grade markings. There are 
variations within a specified grade, and the 

, elimination of brand names probably would 
have meant that non-competitive packers 

. would can food of a minimum quality lust 
able to make the grade. 

So grade labeling Is now a voluntary mat- 
ter. Wed like to see more of It, and with it 
the return of that fine old feeling of knowing 
what you're getting for your money. 

INCIDENT OF OCCUPATION 
One of the latest Incidents of American 
cupation troubles in Germany, if a minor 
one, la reported by a New York Times cor- 
respondent and concerns a fourth-grade 
reader used in Munich schools. The book 
presumably approved by our mlUtary govem- 
ment, contains pictures of battle-bloody Ger- 
man soldiers marching, references to "Holy 

r.t^'^ P^"'" """^ 'flowing quotation, 
attributed to Jesus: 

"When outrageous wantonness .^eeka to en- 
Have you and destroy what you have Inherit- 
ed from your fathers and niled as something 
God has lent you, then ahall your plows be- 
come swords unUl the Holy Mother Earth la 
dean." 

Protests against this book, the correspond- 
ent MyB, came, not from American authorities 
out from Germans— a school superintendent 
•na a group of writers. 

Aa such incidents mulUply It becomes more 
apparent that perhaps an Investigation of our 
vhole occupaUon operation Is needed. Con- 
gressmen who have suggested it have been 
.-told from on high that It might damage our
